Of Rights 
For World 


—Paris,-Nov.-26.—A-iworld-wide 
Bill of Rights was born here on 
Friday. | It proclaims freedom 
and equality for everyone. 


Delegates of the 68 nations 
completed the last of 28 draft 
articles of a declaration ‘on 
human rights, leaving only the 
preamble and a possible new 
article or two to be acted upon 
before the document moves from 
the Social Committee to the 
General Assembly for final ap- 
proval.: :

The Committee—on which repre- 
sentatives of all: 58 nations sit—~has 
spent two years working on the 
document which {s hailed by UN 
offictals as “one of ‘the great Jand- 
marks of civilisation.” 


A human rights covenant legally 
binding on all signatory nations is to 
be drawn up before next year’s UN 
It would provide for 
snnetions in the case of violation of 
the rights,

ONGKONG will have an 
opportunity of seeing Sir 
Laurence Olivier’s much- 
discussed film of “Hamlet” in 
ten days’ time. The gala 
premiere will be on Tuesday, 
December 7, at the Queen's 
Theatre. : 
Olivier's leading aim and ambition 
throughout the ‘making of this fitm 
was to produce something like the 
picture of “Haniet” that Shakespeare 
himself might have’ conceived and 
created if he had been alive today 
and had all the equipment of 
a modern film studlo.

1589. This, in turn, was founded on 
nn old tale by a Danish historian, 
Saxo Grammaticus, which was first 
printed in 1514, This. story Inter 
appeared in a French version py 
Belleforist. It was called “The 
History qf Hamict." The scene of 
its incidents is Inid before the in- 
troduction of Christianity into Den- 
mark and when the Danish power 
still held sway over England. 
Roderick, Kinz of Denmark, 
divided his kingdom Into provinces, 
and placed governors in them. 
Among these fovernors were ‘two 
warlike brothers, Horvendile and 
Fengon. The former surpassed all 
other Danes in piracy, which was, 
in those days, regurded as on occu- 
pation - worthy of a nobleman. 
Collere, the King of Norway, was 
so envious of the achievements of 
Horvendile in this craft that he 
challenged. him The 
challenge was accepted, the victor to 
have all the riches that were in the 
other's ship. Collcre was slain, and 
Horvendile returned to Denmark 
with much treasure, most of which 
he sent to King Roderick who 
thereupon gave him his daughter, 
‘Geruth, in maorrlage, From this 
marriage sprang Hamlct, the hero of 
the tale. (Note that this carly. 
Hamtet’s mother is called Geruth

HowToCure The 
Problem-Eating 
Child...

HEN the child Is served far too 

large helpings tie is Mkely to 
turn out n “problem-eating” child. 
‘Indeed, he nt two, three or five may 
be served large helpings of several 
foods all together. When this same 
child was only six or clght months 
old he probably had a particular 
food pushed Into him beyond the 
thne when he enjoyed It, and 
often so fast he could not masticate 


—-and~ swallow it-comfortably- 


If TY could get ‘over to young 
mothers (his simple rule, “Only one 
food served at n time ond very, 
very, very small helpings,” —Uhey 
would rarely. face cating problems 
with the child. Weill, they might 
try one food at a tlme; for a while 
at least, and suppose the helping {s 
mall, But “small” = may. mean to 
them a teaspoonful, . even a 
tnblespoonful. I. want it to mean 
not more thin an olghth of a 
teaspoonful, merely big enough to 
be visible. : 

Two-Yoar-Old 

Suppose the child Js two years old 
and you give him a tablespoonful 
of mashed carrots he doesn't Ilke 
tnd you end his meal if he does 
not elenan up these carrots. He may 
hold out and have no more food till 
the next meal, if you hold out. The 
chances are you won't hold out. 
Yet how much easier it had been 
for him and you if the amount had 
been no bigger. than a Ilmn bean. 
In case the child were older the 
small helping would oll the more 
certainly and quickly lead to the 
desired results, 


Suppose there arc two or mora 
other foods you wish him to have 
at this meal, As ‘soon os he has 
flnished the very small portion of 
the first, give him a very small 
portion of the next, and = so on.

HOW long is a rod,:'a foot or 
an inch? These units of 
measurement had ‘strange be- 
ginnings and were not always 
oe same length as they are to- 
ay. ; 


Standards of measurement 
began in most cases by the 
length of fingernails, fingers. 
feet and arms, For instance, the 
length of the left feet of 16 
men lined up as they left church 
on Sunday ‘morning was the 
lawful rod in the 16th century. | 


The length of. the forearm. 
from elbow to middle finger tip 
was the ancient Sumerian and 
Egyptian unit of measurement, 
called the “cubit,” the symbol 
of which was the figure of a 
forearm. There. were various 
cubits differing in length, but 
two of outstanding importance 
avere-the-Royal-Bgyptian—cubit— 
averaging 20.62 inches, and the 
Olympic cubit of 18.24 inches.
